G.S.R, 565.— In exercise of the powers conferred by article 309 of the 
■Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method 
of recruitment to the post of Accountant under the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Scientific Research and Cultural Affairs, namely: — 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Ministry of Scientific Research 
and Cultural Affairs (Recruitment to the post of Accountant, Central Service, 
■Class III) Rules, 1960. 

2. Application, — These rules shall apply for recruitment to the post of 
Accountant specified in Column l of the Schedule annexed hereto. 
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3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— The number cf post, 
classification of the said post and the scale of pay attached to it shall be as 
specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall' 
be-as spec-tiled in columns 5 to 13 of the schedule aforesaid.
